In his book "This Time The World,” copyrighted in 1961, 
C-rorge Lincoln Rockwell identified himself as Commander, American

Socialists (ANP - WUFENS), Arlington, Virginia. 

The April 4, 1963 issue of "The Richmond News Leader," 
a Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported that George 
Lincoln Rockwell had, on the previous day, again applied for the 
American Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of Virginia, 
but this request was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation 
Commission. This action was taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 
Virginia Assembly which prohibits use of "Nazi" or "National 
Scciiiisra" in a Virginia charter. This article further pointed 
cut that Rockwell's Party is presently chartered in the State 
of Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 4, 1964, a source advised that the ANP - WUFENS 
was organized by George Lincoln Rockwell at his residence in 
Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1959, as an international 
■National Socialist" movement based on the German Nazi Party headed 
by AdcIf Hitler. He added thi Rockwell is the dominant force and 
personality in this party; that he is espousing a "line" of hatred 
against the Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, through 
speeches, distribution of literature and picketing, to establish 
a conesive and dominant political party in the United States and 
m foreign countries 

According to the "Stormtrooper's Manual," an official 
publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle for power are 
fourfold, namely, first "to make ourselves known to the masses;" 
second, "the dissemination of our program and truth about the 
Party;" third, "organizing the people who have been converted 
to our propaganda;" and fourth, "the attainment of power through 
the votes of the newly-won masses."

The Dallas Unit of the American Nazi Party (ANP) 
is a local chapter of the ANP which has its national headquarters 
in Arlington, Virginia. Robert Alan Surrey, a Dallas printing 
salesman, is Southwestern Regional Coordinator, and Jerald 
Thomas Walraven is in charge of the Storm Trooper group of the 
Dallas Unit, both having been appointed by George Lincoln 
Rockwell, National Commander of the ANP. 

As of January, 1966, the Dallas Unit consisted of an 
estimated 20 to 25 persons, of which nine were in the Storm 
Trooper group. The mailing address of the Dallas Unit is P. 0. 
Box 2980, Dallas, and its headquarters are located at 3016 
Fairmount Street, Dallas, Texas. 

Social groups and the Storm Trooper group making 
up the Dallas Unit hold regular meetings. The Dallas Unit 
also holds karate classes, law classes, and classes designed 
to teach Storm Troopers public speaking. The Storm Trooper 
group frequently holds demonstrations of an anti-Negro or 
anti-Jewish nature.

In his book ’’This Time The World,*' copyrighted in 1961, 
George Lincoln Rockwell identified himself as Commander, American 
Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise National 
Socialists (ANP - WUFENS), Arlington, Virginia. 

The April 4, 1963 issue of "The Richmond News Leader," 
a Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported that George 
Lincoln Rockwell had, on the previous day, again applied for the 
American Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of Virginia, 
but this request was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation 
Commission. This action was taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 
Virginia Assembly which prohibits use of "Nazi" or "National 
Socialism" in a Virginia charter. This article further pointed 
out that Rockwell's Party is presently chartered in the State 
of Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 4, 1964, a source advised that the ANP - WUFENS 
was organized by George Lincoln Rockwell at his residence in 
Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1959, as an international 
"National Socialist" movement based on the German Nazi Party headed 
by Adolf Hitler. He added th2t Rockwell is the dominant force and 
personality in this party; that he is espousing a "line" of hatred 
against the Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, through 
speeches, distribution of literature and picketing, to establish 
a cohesive and dominant political party in the United States and 
in foreign countries. 

According to the "Stormtrooper's Manual," an official 
publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle for power are 
fourfold, namely, first "to make ourselves known to the masses;" 
second, "the dissemination of our program and truth about the 
Party;" third, "organizing the people who have been converted 
to our propaganda;" and fourth, "the attainment of power through 
the votes of the newly-won masses."

The Dallas Unit of the American Nazi Party (ANP) 
is a local chapter of the ANP which has its national headquarters 
in Arlington, Virginia. Robert Alan Surrey, a Dallas printing 
salesman, is Southwestern Regional Coordinator, and Jerald 
Thomas Walraven is in charge of the Storm Trooper group of the 
Dallas Unit, both having been appointed by George Lincoln 
Rockwell, National Commander of the ANP. 

As of January, 1966, the Dallas Unit consisted of an 
estimated 20 to 25 persons, of which nine were in the Storm 
'irocper group. The mailing address of the Dallas Unit is P. O. 
Box 2980, Dallas, and its headquarters are located at 3016 
Fairmount Street, Dallas, Texas. 

Social groups and the Storm Trooper group making 
up the Dallas Unit hold regular meetings. The Dallas Unit 
also holds karate classes, law classes, and classes designed 
to teach Storm Troopers public speaking. The Storm Trooper 
group frequently holds demonstrations of an anti-Negro or 
anti-Jewish nature.

that his anti-slum campaign in Chicago would be *nforcea by 
public demonstrations if necessary. 

King was quoted in this article as stating, "When 
it is appropriate, we will encourage sit-ins, stand-ins, 
rent strikes, boycotts, picket lines, marches, civil 
disobedience, and any form of protest and demonstrations that 
are non ~violently conceived and executed." 


The article continued that Dr. King's speech was the

He described the living conditions of the Negro immigrant 
from the South in the slums of Chicago and other large 
northern and western cities, stating that Chicago has the 
largest concentration of Negroes in an urban ghetto of any 
major city in the United States. The Negro is confined here 
by a conspiratorial noose pulled tight by the racist attitudes 
and actions of selfish profiteering real estate interests and 
white residents with restrictive covenants and agreements 
abetted by the prejudicial practices of mortgage - money 
lending institutions. 



An article in the Chicago ’’Sunday American,” a 
Chicago newspaper, also contained an article concerning 
the March 12, 1966, Freedom Festival at the International 
Amphitheatre, describing the audience of some 13,000 as a 
complete sellout with streets outside the Amphitheatre lined 
with crowds of individuals, unable to get in, estimated at 
an additional 10,000. This article reflected that a sum in 
excess of $100,000.00 had been realized through the proceeds 
of this festival,the sum to be used to help finance King's 
anti-slum campaign in Chicago.

In regard to the assumption by King and the 
SCLC of the ’trusteeship” of the so-called slum building on 
Chicago’s west side, an article in the March 10, 1966, edition 
of the Chicago "Sun-Times" reflects that the landlord of 
this building, John B. Bender, age 81, was granted a 30-day stay 
in proceedings directed at placing this building in receivership. 
The attorney for Bender advised that he was completely destitute 
and unable to correct the many building violations which existed 
in the building. An attorney for Dr. King, present at the Circuit 
Court proceedings, stated that neither the SCLC nor Lr. 

King has collected any rents so far from the tenants of this 
building since the assumption of the so-called "trusteeship.” 

It was stated that King has spent $1,500.00 of his own funds -

fixing up this building to make it more liveable, and pending 
further court action, did not plan to collect these rents 
in the foreseeable future. 

In connection with the anticipated presence in 
Chicago of Dr. King during the week of March 14 - 18, 1966, 
the March 14, 1966 edition of the Chicago ’'American" contained 
an article reflecting that Chicago's mayor, Richard J. Daley, 
had invited 29 leading clergymen in the city to meet with him 
on March 18, 1966 for a discussion of civil rights and 
poverty problems in the city. Also invited by Daley to attend 
this meeting was Dr. King. The article noted that if Dr. 

King were to accept this invitation, it would be the first 
meeting between King and Chicago's mayor.
